East, which was awarded its charter in February of 1940. 

In a worthy spirit of altruism, six objectives were established as 
goals for its clubs’) and members, at the Kiwanis International Convention in 
1924 in Denver. These objectives have applied throughout the years, while 
annual objectives have been set out at the annual International Convention to 
guide the ever-increasing numbers of Clubs’) and Members’ towards success in 
achieving specific service goals for the year. 

Kiwanis has now exceeded its "“three-score-and-ten", and while its 
three hundred and thirty thousand members of eighty-five hundred clubs are 
adding daily interest to the meaning of service in eighty Kiwanis nations 
and geographic areas, its main emphasis continues to be in- service to the 
community. Its success continues to be measured by the improvement in the 


quality of life "at home".

The Grocer-Ease programme was developed in 1983 in response to the identified 
need in the community for a professional shopping service. The target group 
was those people (elderly and physically handicapped), who for a variety of 
reasons were unable to shop for themselves. 


The purpose of the Grocer-Ease programme is to help families who have assumed 
principal care of an elderly or handicapped individuals, and to help the 
elderly or handicapped individual to maximise life’s opportunities; to 
maintain independence and dignity. The programme fills in the gaps in the 
service networks required of any caring community. 


At it’s inception in 1983 there were approximately 15 clients who identified 
themselves or were identified as needing the services of the Grocer-Ease 
programme. The number of clients has increased consistently in the past five 
years to reach its present compliment of 250. The client list includes the 
frail elderly, mentally handicapped, and physically handicapped who range in 
age from 35 to 95. 


We have been welcomed into the community by other social agencies such as 
V.o.N., Home Care, D.A.R.T.S., Visiting Homemakers, etc. who support our 


efforts to provide in-home care of those who need it the most. 


As the senior population grows larger and Grocer-Ease staff are looking 
forward to becoming a major link the chain of social services.

The Brownstone Nursing Home is a 170 bed non-profit home owned and operated 
by the Hamilton East Kiwanis. It is located in downtown Hamilton, easily 
accessible by public transportation. 


The Brownstone is licensed under the Nursing Home Act as a Level II facility. 
Level II is required when an individual has a "Stabilised" condition. This 
means that he/she is not’ likely to improve/regress beyond that level and 
needs a minimum of 1.5 hours of nursing care on a daily basis. 


The facility provides services under the Provincial Extended Care Programme. 
Through this programme the Provincial Government assumes part of the cost for 
maintaining someone in a nursing home.

Nurses and the Board of Management. 


Admission policies are criteria are established by the Board at The 
Brownstone. Access is through the Hamilton Placement Co-ordination Service. 


The Brownstone Board and staff are committed to working together with our 
residents and their families. Together we will develop an individual 
programme of care that supports the individuals functional and social 
abilities and preserve their rights and dignity. Our goal is to achieve this 
within a home-like environment with a focus on living rather than illness.
